The Peowder Mill Explosion at Hesardville.
POUE MEN XILLED—PHEIR RODINS PLOWN TO
PIRCRS AND UN ANIZADLE —FEVENTHEN TONS
OF POWDNR D — CARELESENRSS, TN
DUCED BT INTOXICATION, THE FROBABLE CAUHE

OF THE ACCIDENT,

From the Hart{ford Courder, May 8.

About half-past two o'clock yesterday afier.
noon the water screw press mill connected with
the Hazard Powder Company's works at Hasard-
ville exploded, The explosion was distinclly
heard in this oity, and In some places, partien-
Iarly near the river, buildings were shaken to »
congiderable extent of furniture belnf_
Enocked down. A cloud of smoke rose immed
;t:a above the ruins to a height of over one

red lloﬂ.ul lu‘ h;ul I’or‘m. :{l’den'l ll:dr
twisting, together wi {8 variegated coloring o
jet blaek e light, presented a strange and

awliul yet beautiful appearance from s distance.
It was soon by r:ruons near Trinity College and
on other elevations hereabouts,

The cauge of the explosion is not known, In
the press mill four men were employed, and all
were killed ontright, The process of pressing
powder i erushing it in machinery from lumps,
and it l& comparatively =ale work, provided the
powder {s kept damp; if it l& permitted to be-
come dry, particles of sand or other substances
which may poseibly have become mixed with it
are liable to occasion friction, and, it molsture
has been pressed out, an explosion is of course
inevitable, That there was some difficalty or
neglect of this kind muy be true, though care-
lessness mm other directions;, which woald pro-
duce the snme result, is not improbable, The
question i one of conjecture entirely,

TLe nsmes of the men killed werer—Edmund
Parker, aged forty; John Keeseban, aged thirty-
five; William Agnew, d fiity; and Patrick
Bailey, a young man, who arrived last month
from the old country. The three former were
married and have large tamilies, Agnew was
for many years fireman for the Harttord Carpet
Company, and was known ad a steady, indus
trious man; Balley was quict, modest, and but
little is kmown of him; the other two, s0 we
were Informed at Thompsonville, were given at
times to indulgence iu intoxicaling drinks, and,
ag lnst Baturday was pay day, there are some
people who think they may have been under
the influence of liguor, which led them to be
careless. Thelr condnet on previoos ocossions
ailer&uy day 18 the reason for this suspicion,

In the press mill were fiiteen tons of powder,
and in a building adjoining, which also ex-
ploded, two tons, The fire commuuicated to a
plece of woods near by, and about two nores
were burned over. The flames spread In the
direction of two other buildings, in which «
considerable guantity of powder was stored,
and their explosion was supposed to be inevitu-
ble, But strong eflorts were made to stay the
progress of the fire, and just at a time when
lurther resistance seemed useless, one man,
whose name we did not lesrn, remained at his
post in the advance of the burning timber, while
others had judiciounsly retreatled, and by his
boldness 80 encouraged the rest that all re-
turned, and their united eiforts once more

roved successiul, the bulldings beiog saved,

hat j& running more rigk than several people
we know of would run for s rieh powder eom-
poany. Human life in the scale seainet doliars
““.“‘l cents of a corporation ¥ gviug 100 many
odds,

After the emoke had cleared away, the large
crowd of people who had collected from the sur-
rounding country viewed a scene not only of de.
solation, but of the most horrible deseription.
The four nofortunate human beings who had been
ushered into ewernity were now to be thoucht
of, and a search oot revealed a terrible sight,
Their bodies had been literally blown to atome,
For several rods around the ground in places
was covered with pieces of flesh and bones, Not
a single portion of either body was preserved in
shape, or sufliciently large to tell that the re.
mains were those of men, Tufts of hair were
discovered here, und blackened lumps of flesh
there; the largest thing found being a plece of
bone not more than ten or twelve inches long,

The lust explosion of their works occurred
about u year and a half ago, but no lives were
lost, It seems strange to an ordinary obeerver
of men and their avocatione that men can be
found to work in such & place, and stranger
still when it s stated that the wawes pald are
far below what is obtalned in non-hazardous or
moderately hazardous purs 7 yet we are told
that after each explosicn e applications for
positions greatly exceed the wants of the com-
pany, whose prices, it may be proper to state,
range irom one dollar and twmuy-dvu cents Lo
thiee dollars per day. An explanation of this
may be found, perhaps, in the fact that intelli-
gent men—those who are caretul and would pre-
vent explogions so far ns human foresight
would avail—value, first, their services above the
rute paid, do not consider the premiom at all
udapted 1o the hazgard, as underwritere would
say ; and, secondly, value their lives above any
umount of money which might be offered them
to assume the ritk, Takiong this view of the
case, the company would seem to be florced to
“take such ne they oan get;” und, being obliged
thus to do, they mtroduce, in human form, sul-
phur and phosphorus into their establisk-
ments, which, sooner or later, will set fire to
the powder. Explosions, theretore, are to be
expecied; and the company, by lair reasoning,
should En_? their employee good wages— resery-
ing a iberal sum as a specral life deposit for
their tamilies. Thoe Haezard Company, we be-
licve, have made provision in the Travellers'
Insuravce Company for their workmen, and the
oien just kilied are probably included,
